Lewis had accepted the board's |

The subpoena was issued immedi- | 
ately after Lewis had turned down | 
the board’s invitation to explain 
the walkout of his 400,000 soft coal | 
miners on a pension dispute. | 

An hour later, two United States 
marshals emerged grinning from 
United Mine Workers headquarters 
and said Lewis had accepted the | 
subpoena, Shortly after’ the depu- 
ties left, Lewis emerged with an/| 
unaccustomed smile.

PLANES RUSHED TO ARABS 


The Syrian government reported 
that it had rushed 20 planes to the 
Arab forces so they could retaliate 
for the Jewish bombs of Saturday 
and Sunday at Solomon's Pool, 

The fresh outbreak came as the 
Jews launched an evacuation of 
women and children from the 
Montifiore quarter of Jerusalem. 
Bloody Easter week-end battles 
took a toll of at least 106 Jews, 
Arabs and Britons. 

Many cars and trucks loaded 
with women, children and old 
men pulled out of the quarter 
this morning. There were re- | 
ports the Jews also had asked 
the British for help in evacuat- 
ing the old walled city, where 
1,500 Jews have been surrounded 
by thousands of Arabs. 

Reports on the Montifiore evacu- 
ation said the Jews feared an Arab 
attack in strength in the near 
future.g The quarter has been the 
target of increasing Arab attacks 
during the past few weeks,

OTTAWA, March 29.—The increase in Canadian freight 
rates being announced Tuesday by the Board of Transport 
Commissioners will exceed 20 per cent, it was reliably learned 


here. 


Most likely percentage increase was reported to be 
2214, the boost being flat, across-the-board, with no 
differentiation between Eastern and Western Canada. 
The railways, basing their claims on increased cost of 
labor, materials and operation, asked 30 per cent in a hearing 
before the board which began early last January. 


The 22% per cent increase 
rates will add an annual $70,000,000 | 
to Canada’s railway freight trans- 
portation bill, Largest part of the 
increase will be carried by the 
prairies, the west coast and The 
Maritimes,

She keeps a record of all ques- 
tions asked. 

These questions touch upon a 
variety of subjects, such as the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, magic, Princ- 
ess Elizabeth, thermo-electricity, 
Ernest Bevin, the meaning of 
“Smorgasbord,” Java mythology 
yes, and the atomic bomb, 

Very few questions remain un- 
answered, 


Medical and legal questions are 
taboo because library authorities 
refuse to diagnose medically or 
decide a legal question, 

Seventy to 125 questions a day 
is the average, People in the city 
are fond of pets, and such en- 
quiries range from pigeons and 
canaries to goldfish and turtles, 

Edmontonians lack no interest 
in hobbies, 

Every day people ask about 
manifold arts and crafis from 
painting to the making of jewelry. 

Ambitious people are anxious 
to learn more about their jobs 
or to fit themselves for better 
ones. 

There is hardly anything per- 
taining to everyday life which is 
not subject to enquiry at the 
reference desk. 

Judging by some of questions 
asked, social and community ac- 
tivities play large part in Edmon-

Then a few days ago Eugene 
Cardinal Tisserant came out with 
a sharp pre-election attack on 
Communists, in a message to 
priests and parishioners in his 
archdiocesg in Rome's environs, 
The Cardinal declared: 

“I think that no menace as 
grave as atheistic Communism 
has ever confronted Christian 
civilization.” 

The prelate added that Cath- 
olies Who favor Communism “can- 
not ask of priests to be admitted 
to Holy Sacraments, to have the 
ritual blessing of the Church, to 
belong to Catholic Action, , and 
after death cannot have Christian 
services, nor be buried in holy 
ground under the sign of the 
cross.” 

Close to 100 per cent of al! 
Italians are Catholics. Now the 
big question is how they will re- 
act to this edict, We shall have 
our answer in about three weeks.

Promoting War’s 
Finest Casualty 


Good Friday was the anniver- 
sary of my great triumph of the 
war. During that whole affair 
only one single war correspond- 
ent with the Canadians was 
wounded by enemy shell-fire and 
it was my great good fortune to 
bring this about. 

A great many war correspon- 
dents with the American Armies 
were killed and wounded and all 
of us in the Canadian Army were 
jealous of this. We hadn't killed 
off a single correspondent and 
we were the laughing stock of all 
the Allies. 

At this time I was a Public Re- 
lations Officer with the Army, a 
job which was much envied since 
we had the heroic task of acting 
as ushers for the correspondents, 
most of whom were fearlessly de- 
dicated to opening up setond 
fronts in all the newly liberated 
bars of western Europe. 

One day in Brussels I was in- 
formed by my commanding of- 
ficer that one of the correspond- 
ents wished to go right up to the 
front and that it was my honor to 
escort him, “If anybody can kill 
this fellow off you are the one, 
Scott,” he said. I flushed with 
pride, saluted and went to meet 
my charge. 

He turned out to be a little wee 
fellow named Julian Roffman, a 
New York cameraman and as 
sweet a guy as ever lived. At 
this time most of the correspond- 
ents were wearing corduroy 
trousers and battle dress tunics 
and trying to look like “Monty.” 
Roffman, who had crossed the 
Atlantic on a corvette, was a 
figure apart. He wore a huge 
Navy cap with a peak on it like 
a department store awning, a 
cast-off suit of Navy battle dress 
and paratroop boots of such pro- 
portions that he could barely get 
about. 

I knew right from our moment 
of meeting that he would be a 
splendid casualty and help all of 
us save face with the Americans. 


Germans Got 
Three Victims 


There wasn’t much doing with 
the Canadians at that time. The 
Army was in what is called a 
“holding position.” There were 
platoons all along the south bank 
of the Maas River in Holland. 

The Germans—or “the enemy” 
as we liked to call them then— 
were along the north bank, The 
two sides just shot at each other 
indolently once in awhile or 
peeked at each other from the 
tops of quaint barns behind the 
dykes of the river. It was a 
pretty nice war. 

I loaded my jeep with cognac, 
the accepted rations for war 
correspondents, and we drove 
north from Brussels and moved 
in with a platoon in a barn by 
the dyke. Sometimes we would 
go up and peek at the Germans, 
but mostly we just sat around 
and drank cognac, 

Roffman wanted some interior 
shots of the barn so we got him 
a generator for his lights. The 
generator made a lot of noise 
and the Germans got all excited 
and silly and started mortaring 
us. We had no way of telling

them we were just making « 
moving picture. 

Apart from that, there wasn't 
much activity. The Germans 
mortared us every morning at 
nine, right on schedule. They 
were just about 400 yards away 
(we could see the color of their 
hair on nice days) and it was a 
good idea to be down in the barn 
around nine. 

The mortaring helped us out a 
lot because it usually killed one 
or more of the sheep that grazed 
around the barn in the snow, 
We had a lot of fresh mutton in- 
stead of the usual bully beef and 
stew. 

But the Germans were a mean 
bunch. They had no sense of the 
decency of things. One day they 
mortared us at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, a scandalous breach of 
etiquette. It was a pretty heavy 
shelling. It got two sheep and 
Roffman. All three had forgot- 
ten to lie down. 

I learned later that Roffman 
had been a director of some fine 
movies in the States. He had 
told me, too, that he was going 
to revolutionize Hollywood west- 
erns. He was going to have talk- 
ing horses. But, until he was a 
casualty, I had no idea of the 
depth of his superb imagination, 
He was the finest casualty of the 
war. z 


Julian Had 
Big Scene 

When the shelling stopped we 
found Julian lying almost under 
a Holstein cow, who shared the 
barn with the platoon. He had 
some fragments of a mortar shell 
in him and was bleeding nicely 
It turned out he had gone into 
the barnyard with his camera to 
“try and get a shot.” It had work- 
ed the other way. 

“Write my wife,” he said, hold- 
ing one hand over his heart. His 
head rested dramatically on his 
Navy hat, hundreds of miles from 
an ocean. “What a shot this 
would be,” he said 

“There's a hospital jeep com- 
ing Julian,” I said. We had 
phoned for one. 

“It would have been fine if we 
had known each other longer,” 
Julian said. He was magnificent, 


I was sure he was dying. “You 
are a good kid.” 
“You are a good kid, too, 


He smiled wanly, 
written 


Julian,” I said. 
Hemingway might have 
it. 

Then the jeep came and we 
loaded him in. He groaned just 
once. Any more would have been 
over-playing the scene. 

“Au ‘voir, baby,” he said. 

“Until we meet,” I said. I 
knew we were playing it right. 

I sat around with the platoon 
for enother few days because 
they all wanted to use my type @ 
writer. Then we had a farewell 
party and I drove back to Brus- 
sels and accepted my acclaim. It 
was nearly three weeks before 
Julian got back, limping ever so 
slightly and not wanting to talk 
about it. “It was nothing,” he 
would say. 

We were the toast of Brussels, 

It was just like being real sol- 
diers.

About 200 members of the United

(AFL) began picketing the stock 
exchange shortly aftér 7 a.m. CST. 
Picketing of the Curb exchange 
began soon afterwards. The move 
followed several fruitless weeks of 
contract negotiations between the, 
union and the two exchanges and’ 
several member firms. 

A spokesman said last week the 
union had scaled down its original 
demands for a union shop and wage 
increases of $9 weekly for employe 
earning less than $40 and $15 
those earning $40 or more.

Sensational Find Hailed 
In Babylonian Tablet

A Yale scholar, 
brecht E. R. Goetze, found the 
tablet in Baghdad, Iraq, trans- 
lated it, and identified it as be- 
ing 100 years older than the pre- 
viously known oldest legal code.

NEW HAVEN, Conn, March 
29.—(AP)—Discovery of a Baby- 
lonian tablet estimated to be near- 
ly 4,000 years old and containing 
the “oldest system of laws known 
to man” was announced Saturday. 

A joint announcement by the 
Yale department of Near Eastern 
languages and literatures and the 
American Schools of Oriental Re- 
search termed the discovery “a 
sensational find.” 

The ancient legal code, written 
between the 20th and 19th cen- 
tury BC, has at least one modern
